EMPIRE’ AIRCRAFT 


Furtherance of Trade 
Development 


, Rugby, Yesterday. 

Sir Dennistoun Burney, in discuss- 
ing various types of aircraft in rela- 
tion to the economic development of the 
Empire last night, said he thought that 
the excellent reaults obtained from 
their two expcrimental airships, R100 
and R101, left no doubt as to the feasi- 
bility of the constructing of rigid oir- 
ships capable of a cruising speed of 
nincty mites an hour, with a commer- 
cial range of 3.500 miles and with the 
ability to carry a large number of 
passengers, 

Recent developments in flying boats 
suggested that that type of craft would 
shortly attain a commercial 
range of 1,250 niles, at 220 miles 
hourly, and with a pay lond of ten 
tons. With regard to the large land 
aeroplane machine with a commercial 
ravige of 600 miles and with a speed 
of 110 miles hourly, and pay load capa- 
city of four tons, seemed a reasonable 
certainty. These three types would not 
be competing types but supplementary 
to each other, The great trunk lines 
of the Imperial air system would be 
big cnirship and flying boat routes 
which would serve within the Empire 
and function similar to that served by 
the great trunk railways of the Unit- 
ed States of America, 

The financial cost of inaugurating 
auch a scheme would be very great but 
access given to the Empire trade and 
industries would repay for the outlay.— 
British Wirctess Service.

along the Chinese Eastern Railway; 
and the northeast to the Amur dis- 
tricts. Since the Sino-Russian 
complication China’s export busi- 
ness in the north has almoat. come 
to a standstill. In Harbin alone 
230 firms have declared bankruptcy. 
Compared with ordinary years this 
port hag lost ‘no business ‘of over 
$20,000,000; in addition to which, 
bad debts amounting to $9,000,000 
are incurred by the business men. 

On account of stable businear, 
the inconvertible Harbin notes were 
able to maintain 60 per cent. of 
their value. But the Russian in- 
vasion has brought down the value 
to 40 per cent, When the Russian 
troops threatened Manchuli the 
local notes ‘had a tendency to drop 
below that point. 

Early last spring, the population 
thero was estimated as 331,500 Chi- 
nese, 63,400 “White” Russians and 
92,800 aoliens of other nationalities. 
Since the Soviet invasion about 
100,000 wealthy Chinese and foreign 
residents have taken refuge some- 
where else.

TRADE FIGURES 


Export of F Tobacco to 
United States 


How new trades arise, how in- 
dustries flourish, and, conversely, 
how they may sicken and ‘die, are 
processes hidden amid the 625 
pages of a Customs and Excise 
volume on British trade just pub- 
lished. It is the annual atatement 
of the trade of the United Kingdom 
with foreign 
Dominions for the year 1928, com- 
pared with the four years im- 
mediately preceding. 


In the first section of the volume, | 


tables are drawn up to show the 
quantities and value of imports 
and exports at each port of the 
kingdom. A second section shows 
the quantities and value of exports 
and imports with cach foreign and 
British country of the world, <A 
third section deals with tranship- 
ments under bond. <A fourth 
gives the gross amount of Customs 
revenue received at each port and 
at certain . inland towns, while 
stocks in and free deliveries from 
bonded warehouses are shown in 
another section. 

An examination of the tables 
dealing with British trade’ with 
the United States reveals that 
while imports of unmanufactured 
tobacco stood at slightly less than 
171,000,000 pounds, Britain found 
a market in the United States for 
over 2,000,000 lb. of tobacco. 

Imports of'coal from the United 
States, which during 1926, the 
year of the dispute in the British 
industry, exceeded 9,000,000 tons, 
and in the following year were 
nearly 2,000,000 tons, fall to 9 
tons in the year under review. 
Yet exports of coal to the United 
States in 1926 were 431,000 tons 
and in 1928 374,000 tons. 

Imports of American wheat in 
1928 stood at 28,662,000 ewt., the 
smallest. figure for the quin- 
quennial period. 

Meat Values 

Imports of frozen meat were 
little more than half the 1924 
figure (80,733 cwt..and 40,764 
cwt.), but the value fell only from 
£266,070 to 


160: 
Raw veo prs fell to little 
more than 26 Per cent. of the 1927 


figure. 


Raw cotton also shows 8 slight 
decrease, with an accompanying 
increase in the imports of cotton 
yarns and manufactures that can 
afford little satisfaction to Lanca- 
shire. . 

On the export side, cotton yarns 
and manufactures show the smallest 
figures of the quinquennial period, 
and linen manufactures — have 
steadily declined from 67,000,000 
square yards in 1924 to 26,500,- 
000 in 1928, ; 

Shipping is rather more en- 
couraging, . the gross - tonnage of 
new ships not registered as Bri- 
tish and other than war vessels ex- 
ported’ to the United States being 
one ton in 1926, 546 tons in 1927 
and 69,344 tons 1928. 

Markets which Germany -has 
seen decline within Great Britain 
include refined sugar, which In tho 
five-year. period has fallen from 
655,000 cwt. to 21,000 cwt., and 
packing. and wrapping - paper, 
which has dropped over 400,000 
cwt. since 1924, 

The Gorman textile manufac- 
tures in five years have built up 
for themselves an ever-expanding 
market “for woollen ‘and: worsted 
yarns. The yenr 1925 saw the 
figures for 1924 doubled, in 1926 
there was a. leap from 357,769 
Ibs. to the value of £88,089 to 
1,682,256 Ibs. of the value of 
£396,220, and in 1928 yarn totalling 
2,180,426 lbs. in weight and £552,- 
648 In value was {imported from 
Germany. , 

It can be said, however, that a 
comparable advance in British ex- 
ports of woollen. and worated 
tiisues' to Germany is recorded. 
In 1924 the export of such tissues 
was valued at £770,718, and in 1928 
{t had been ineréased to £2,878,-

EVER BUILT 


FOR A FORMER EMPRESS 
OF RUSSIA 


STORY OF THE LAUNCHING 

Some time ago, a paragraph In a 
hewspaper opened a window of 
memory for me, writes J. E. Macrae, 
in the Blue Peter. The news item 
was to the effect that the Soviet 
Government had given orders that 
the old Imperial yacht Livadia 
should ‘be broken up. It further 
stated thatthe yacht had been built 
for the Empress Marie Feodorovna 
and was of a peculiar: conatruction, 
adopted In order that her august 
owner should not suffer from the 
motion of * the vessel at sea. The 
Livadia waa built, not for the Em- 
press, Maric Feodorovna, but for her 
father-in-law, the Czar Alexander IJ 
of Russia, known ag the “Liberator,” 
since it was by his ukase that the 
yerfs were made free. Apart from 
that, the news item was probably 
correct, for the yacht was eld, had 
been neglected, and could not be of 
any use to the Soviet Government or 
to anyone else. Imagine the de- 
light of an eager-oyed boy, even then 
crazy about ships, when he was in- 
vited to see the Iaunching of tho 
Imperial yacht Livadia at Fairfield 
shipyard on a bright July morning 
in 1880. It was his first launch; 
indeed, his first visit to a ahlp-yard. 
The strange ship had been the talk 
of Glasgow for months, and thou- 
sands’ were anxious to see her. 


Eager Crowds 


People in crowds were streaming 
through the great wide-open gates 
of the ship-yard; every point of 
vantage was black with people and 
thousands were masged on the op- 
posite. side of the river. ‘A short 
walk through a dark workshop and 
we were at.the foot of the gangway 
lending to the seats raised high 
beside. the launching platform, 


‘| Crowds everywhere, except on the 


railed platform under the bows of 
the strange ship. Looking up, wo 
saw a graceful “clipper bow sur 
mounted by the double-headed eagle 
of Russia, crowned and bearing the 
sceptre and orb of Empire. Abdvye, 
floated the Imperial Standard. All 
was quiet, gave for the crash of 
topping mauls with which workmen 
were knocking ‘away the shores

ly together. Then a knot of people 
assembled on the platform and the 
sound of chanting made everyone 
look round to ace a group of bearded 
priests of the Greek Church, in full 
canonicals, pass in procession to the 


"| platform, where a table was speedily 


transformed by them into an altar. 
The chanting died away, to be fol- 
lowed by the voice of prayer and the 
responses of the priests and acolytes, 
The. chief priest, perhaps an arch. 
bishop, in his gorgeous vestment, 
stepped forward alone and dipped a 
bunch of hyssop into a vessel of 


choly water and blessed the ship, 


making the sign of the cross with 
the sprinkled water, first on one bow 
and then on the other. Then Mr. 
Pearce, the builder of the ship, hat 
in hand, led forward the young’ and 
beautiful Duchess of Montrose, who 
cut the Iast cord with a blow from 
a little golden axe. This released 
weights, which fell on the dog- 
shores and knocked them out.

The band blared out the stately 
Russian National Anthem; the 
crowds cheered and cheered and 
presently began to molt away; and 
fussy tug-boats ranged up alongside 
the flag-decked Livadia to take her 
into the fitting-out baain.

mers driving rivets home again 
broke out.: The show was over and 
work resumed. That was a red- 
letter day in tho boy's life. For the 
first time he had a glimpse into a 
new . world, a world of Imperial 
power, where there were real kings 
and princesses, and officers atanding 
at attention, and flowers in profu- 
sion and mysterious yachts, and an 
over-shadowing Czar, and all sorts 
of wonderful things. 
Bulge on, Her Sides 

The Livadia seen in strict profile 
was at first sight much like any 
other big steam ‘yacht. But view 
her end,on -and the difference at 
once was apparont. On each side, 
close down to -the water-line, there 
was a bulge, very’ much like the 
“blisters” on the sides of our 
modern battleships, She was’ the 
beamicst ship ever built, She had 
a hundred and fifty-three feet beam 
to an overall length of about two 
hundred and sixty feet, 90 that her 
shape, as seen from above, was a 
pointed oval. She had three funnels 
abreast, and five , masts, or rather 
flag-poles, two abreast forward and 
two abreast aft and one in the 
centre. Her bridge extended right 
across the ship forward of the fun- 
nels, What a lovely walk that must 
have been for the captain or the 
officor of the watch! The-“blister” 
was the realjship. The apparent 
ship was in reality ‘a palace reared 
upon it for the comfort and pleasure 
of a Czar, who had no need to count 
the cost: of his whims, The 
“blister” was flat on the bottom and 
rounded on the sides, and as it was 
wider than tho structure above it, 
was bent over to meet it. It was, 
in a general way of speaking, a if 
a ship were sitting in a life-buoy. 
The idea was that the beam would 
give great steadiness at sea and the 
rounded underbody would allow any 
sea to run on it harmlessly and 
without break, thus doing away 
with pitching’ and rolling, That 
this waa partially correct was soon 
shown in a gale in the Bay of 
Blacay, where the rolling was re- 
ported not to exceed a degree and a 
half. However, ‘she rose on the 
steep acas and her great flat bottom, 
nearly an acre in area, smashed 
down on the sca and stove in some 
of her compartments, so that she 
wag not altogether a success as a 
sea-boat. After this rough experi- 
ence she was taken into Ferrol, in 
Spain, where she lay while men 
were sont -from the bullder’s yard 
to repair the damage, This they 
had ‘to do by building a coffer dam, 
for no dry-dock, was wide enough to 
take her in. Her draught forward 
was only six feet six inchés and 
aixteen feet six:.-inches aft, The 
under-body contained the motive 
power—three separate ets of on- 
gines and boflers, The engines 
were threo-cylinder compound, each 
of three thousand five hundred in- 
dicated horse-power and each driv.

A Floating Palace. ©

Impertal Apartments 

The Imperial apartments In the 
upper structure were spacious, and 
had twelve ‘feet head recom. Some 
of the saloons were magnificent, but 
there was nothing that has not been 
surpassed in comfort, Juxury and 
spaciousness in recent Atlantic 
steamerg, built for anyone to travel 
in. There was a touch of tha 
bizarre in the decoration and colour- 
ing of the Crimean Tartar saloon, 
but we have become accustomed to 
Russtan schemes of decoration since 
that time. A fountain rising from 
a flower bed was a unique part of 
the reception room on the upper 
deck. Convenient access to all the 
principal rooms was provided by a 
wide corridor which ran lengthwise 
and across the ship, and was floored 
and lined with marble, like a palace 
on shore. Large spaces of open ; | 
deck surrounded the lofty deck- 
houses, so. that they did not seem 
out of proportion, Outside the line 
of bulwarks a platform was sup- 
ported by columns based on the 
unger-body. This platform was for 
the working of the ship and on it 
were stowed tho anchors, boats, etc. 
A‘large steam launch and two 
smaller launches were aft and there 
was an imposing array of gigs, 
cutters and lifeboats, A distinct 
novelty was the lighting of the large 
spaces by electric light. The system 
used was the Japbloko! are light of 
three hundred and fifty candle 
power, and so crude was the in 
stallation at that early date, that 
the feed wires were not ¢ven Insul- 
ated. Early in her first commission 
an unfortunate stoker was killed by 
a bare live wire, which led to a sug- 
gestion that-such wires would have 
to be enclosed, so as ‘to prevent such 
accidents in future.

In a letter to the China Mail the

COUNSEL'S APPEAL FOR 
DISCHARGE 


ACCUSED REMANDED 

' Leung Lin, of the Yan Wo Tong 
medicine shop, Tsun Wan, who was 
too ill to appoar in Court Isat week, 
eama before Mr. J. 8. MacLaren, 
Assistant District Officer, New Ter- 
Fitories, at the District Court this 
morning, charged with the murder, 
with others ‘not in custody, of Li 
Shing, at Tsun Wan on the night 
of January 138-14, 

Mr. L. R. Andrewes, Asstatant 
Crown Solicitor, conducted the case 
for the prosecution, and Mr. Hin- 
shing Lo appeared for defendant. 

At the outset, Mr. Andrewes atat- 
ed that as Police investigations 
were still proceeding he did not 
propose to open the case, but to take 
only the formal evidence of the 
constable who was sent out to bring 
defendant to the station on the 
night of January 16. 

Constable's Evidence 

Lau Hing, a constable-attached to 
Taun Wan Police Station, was 
then called. He stated that at 5.10 
or 6.15 p.m. on that night he went 
to the Yan Wo Tong medicine medi- 
cine shop, on the instructions of 
Det.-Inspector Reynolds, and there 
saw the defendant, who he had 
known before by sight. He told 
defendant that he was wanted at the 
Police Station in connection with 
the murder. He then took the man 
to the station, .so that enquiries 
could be made. He had no war- 
rant, but explained to defendant 
what he was wanted for. On ar- 
rival at the station he handed the 
man over to sub-Inspector Dorland. 

Questioned as to the clothes worn 
at the time by defendant, witness 
said that he wag dressed in dark 
native clothing. The coat was 
similar to the one defendant had on 
in Court. The trousers, however, 
were different. ; 


An. Explanation 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hin 
Shing-lo, ‘witness said he had been 
attached to Tsun Wan Police Station 
about two months at the time. 
When he arrived at the medicine 
shop ‘he saw defendant, and asked 
him if the son of the master of the 
place was In, Defendant then re- 
plied: “I am the master’s son.” 

Mr. Lo: Did you ask him to come 
along to the Police Station with you 
to see the Inspector,—Yes. 

Did you tell him then that he was 
to ''be charged with murderi— 
Yes, I did. 

In that case he was under arrest 
the moment you saw him.—Witness 
seemed a little uncertain, but an- 
swered in the affirmative. 

Det.-Inspector Reynolds _inter- 
posed to explain to His Worship that 
in no case would the Chinese con- 
stable have been empowered to 
effect the arrest himself. This 
would only be done after he had 
geen a responsible officer at the 
Police Station. ' 

Containuing, ‘witness said that 
defendant was questioned at the 
station, and made certain answers 
in the presence of an Inspector. 

7 Mr. Lo Protests 

Mr. Lo here rose to make a 

formal protest against the further 
detention of his client. The man 
had at present been in prison 
nearly a month,-and it was pro- 
posed to adjourn the case again 
so that the police could continue 
thalr investigations. The inter- 
ests of justice, he contended, 
would now be served by the for- 
mal discharge of defendant, 
: Mr. Andrewes: There are strong 
grounds for suspicion against this 
man. He was found with blood- 
stains on his clothing. He was 
also seen with the other two men 
who ate sought, and is known to 
have communicated with’ them. 
Tho, grounds for suspicion against 
the other two, and one of them In 
particular, are ‘very strong. 
Under the circumatances, he must 
be detained. 

Mr. Lo replied that if the charge 
could be substantiated by .. wit- 
nesses, or other circumstantial 
evidence was brought by the 
Crown, the case could proceed. 
He repented his request for ‘dis. 

charge of defendant, 

Mr. Andrewes stated that it was 
the proper procedure -to make 
reasonable. enquiries. :

Picture-goers should make a 
point of seeing “The Valiant," 
which is now being shown at the 
Queen's Theatre. Although most 
of us are by pow more or less 
familiar with the usual’ run of 
situations ‘in’ the ‘crook-cum-prison 
film drama, this picture has some 
well worked up and excellently, ° 
played seenes, and—at last—az 
logical and. natural, ending. 

The action {s strongly dramatic, ° 
and only very occasionally tapses * 
into sentimentality of the roscs- 
round - the- door, grey.~ haired 
mother, and what have yon, 
variety, This theme is well £ 
handled, and not over-emphasised 
—for which relief much thanks! 

The success of the film is large- 
ly due to the acting. Marguerite 
Churchill, in| the star part, has a 
pleasing presence, and a very 
clear enunciation, She plays with 
great restraint, and is very ably 
supported by Paul Muni, who has 
the part of the convict brother, 
condemned for murder, who stead- 
fastly refuses to admit his iden- 
tity, even to his sister. The “big” 
scene between the two, in the 
Gaol Warden’s office, is finely act- 
ed, and should appeal to even the 
most jaded film goer. 

The minor parts are well taken, 
De Witt Jennings’s “warden” be~ 
ing a bit of really finished play- 
ing, 

Besides the main feature there 
fs a Fox Movietone, in the course 
of which we are wafted away to 
Fiji, there to “see and héar” the 
native dancers. The throwing of a 
smoke screen over New York; by 
planes, is also realistically depict~ 
ed, and other items make up ‘an 
interesting news reel. There is 
also an amusing talkie comedy. 

The least successful | film, one 
thought, was a musical “interlude” 
in which a jazz orchestra played 
two or three tunes, and a tenor 
of the melting variety sang what 
was evidently meant to be a pathe- 
tic ballad about a girl in France, 
The chorus of this masterpiece:

How the Finished 
Article Is Made 


CLOISONNE 


To put it in a nut-shell Cloisonne 
isn kind of fine pottery with 
enamelled surface decorated with 
elaborate designs, the’ outlines of 
which are formed by small bands | 
or fillets of metal, Many years ago 
the Byzantines excelled in this class 
of work, but at the present time 
China leads in Cloisonne Ware. 


The production of a curtain piece 
takes time, and requires very care- 
. ful atténtion in all the different 
stages to produce perfect workman. 
ship. : 


In the frst place a design is 
drawn on a thin copper shell (al- 
ready modelled to the desired ob- 
ject—it may be a vase, box or tray), 
and is then outlined with silver, 


‘in narrow streets 


gold or brass wire. The shell is 
* then dipped in enamel and subject- 
ed toa good firing which holds the 
" owire in Position, forming the de- 
sign. 

The first colours are then appli- 
ed, this process ‘is continued ac- 
cording 'to the quality of the work, 
until such time as the wired design 
is filled in with the enamel.’ . 


So far so’ good—now the most 
’. difficult part is undertaken, that is 
the polishing. Under a steady flow 
of cold water the object Is polished 
with a special -kind of brimstone 
and great’ care is taken..that no 
foreign matter is embedded in the 
polishing stone, which would cause 
the slightest surface scratch. If 
this happened the work of months 
’. and ‘years ‘ia completely destroyed. 
Yot careful attention will overcome 
this and the ftalshed article will.re-

It has to be 
seen to, -be appreciated as it de- 
serves, Next to the ascent and 
descent of the’ Peak: it is a trip that 
no tourist should omit from his 
programme of sight-seeing. 

Other Places of Interest 

Apart from, motor launches that 
take the visitor to Stonecutters’ 
Island and = numerous _ inlets, 
abounding in most beautiful 
scenery, there is much to entertain, 
amuse and instruct without resort 
to vehicles. “The Chinese curio 
shops and Indian stores cannot well 
be passed over by those in search 
of novelty or for a souvenir of 
their visit to this enchanted Isle. 
There is “China Town," teeming 
with thousands of Chinese ‘living 
where one can 
almost stretch hands across the 
“thoroughfare,” and where glimpses 
may be had of typical Chinase. life 
in all its varied. phases. 

A good combination is a bus or 
motor cur drive to Aberdeen and a 
tour through the Chinese fishing 
village. If time permits there: is 
also a quaint little hamlet, Ap- 
plichau, which can be reached in 
a few minutes by sampan. The re- 
turn journey from Aberdeen can be 
made by launch, in which case the 
scenery fringing the harbour ap- 
proaches will be found very re- 
freshing after the spell through 
the Chinese quarters: of Aberdeen 
and Applichau. : 

For the individual who ‘cares not 
for the joys of mootring a casual 
walk through the heart of the city 
will reveal much of interest in the 
way ‘of public buildings and 
statues, including—although some 
way out—the University of Hong 
Kong.

. Chair and Jinrikisha Fares 

For chairs the tariff is—two 
bearera—15 cents for the first ten 
minutes; 20 cents for a quarter of 


an hour; 30 cents for half an hour; 
40 cents for one hour; and 25 cents 
for every subsequent hour. For 
four bearers the fares are exactly 
double, with the exception that 
every subsequent hour after tho 
first is charged 40 cents. 

Jinrikisha charges are: 10 cents 
for 10 minutes; 20 cents for a 
quarter of an hour, 30 cents for 
half an.hour; and 40 cents for an 
hour. 


Kowloon and New Territories 


A reference to Kowloon has 
already been made in the third of 
the suggested tours—namely, to 
Castle Peak, Honing Taipo and 
Shatin. 

A good atierndon’ '3 outing can be 
spent at Kowloon City, omnibuses 
to which run from the Star Farry 
at Kowloon Point (10 cents fare 
from Hong Kong to Kowloon).

Facts About the 
’ Colony 


Hong Kong is an istand about 
10 miles lony and from 2 to 61% 
miles broad, with a total area of 
832 square miles; it ,lies close to 
the mainland, being separated at 
one point by a. narrow strait 
(Lyemoon) not more than a quar- 
ter-mile wide, and was first occupi- 
ed by Great Britain in January, 
1841, and was formally ceded by 
the Treaty of Nanking in 1842; 
British Kowloon was subsequently 
nequired by the Peking Convention 
of 1860; and the New. Territories, 
being a peninsula in the southern 
part of the Kwangtung province, 
by a‘ lense signed June 9, 1898, 
The whole colony comprises an 
area of about 891 square miles, 
with a population (1921) of 662,200 
(1925, est. 874,420). The non- 
Chinese residents, excluding naval 
and military, numbered 
15,200 (1926, est. 16,600). 

A Free Port 

The capital of the colony is 
Victoria, which lies along the 
northern shore of the island, facing 
the mainland; and between the 
mainland and the city is the har- 
bour, which ig one of the fnest In 
the world, with a water area’ of 
some 10 square miles. With the 
exception of Hquor and tobacco the 
port is free, and fa fortified, It 
possesses excellent locks, 
of holding the largest veasscls for 
the purposes of repair. There is a 
considerable ship repairing and 

_ construction industry, Shipping 
entered (1923) 26,701,120 tons. A 
railway, of which 23 miles belong 
to the Government, runs from Kow-

Hong Kong's chief attraction Is 
its adorable curlo shops. As you 
step out of the revolving door of 
the Hong Kong Hotel into the dry 
cold which is so stimulating to 
the visitor, the first ‘object 
of attention is. perhaps the 
flower market, whose wealth of 
colour catches the eye at once, but, 
as you make eagerly in the direc- 
tion of Flower Street, the fascinat- 
ing shop windows burst upon you 
in their full glory each one more 
entrancing than the last. The 
variety of articles made to tempt 
money from the pocket of a Scrooge 
is amazing and what is still more 
so is that in all this wealth of 
choice there is scarcely an un- 
beautiful object. 

For the col- 
lector there is porcelain, old and 
new, carved: ivory, Japanese and 
Cantonese, enamel work,. lacquer, 
jade, pointings on silk and on rice 
paper, and among modern work, 
trifles in Chinese silver and the 
rather beautiful clear glass 
fashionable just now. The house- 
proud may revel in blackwood 
furniture, Foochow lacquer, lovely 
Tientain carpets, or silk embroider- 
ed cushions, while the merely vain 
will sigh for necklaces of Peking 
crystal, jade, ivory and amber, for 
gorgeous Canton shawls or for de- 
licately carved ivory toilet sets, 
There is something for every taste 
and for every purse. It is, howaver, 
emphatically a case of “Caveat 
Emptor” for whatever piece . of 
porcelain the unwary visitor ad- 
mires promptly becomes Ming or 
Sung, very cheap, $50. Now it has 
to be remembered that Chinese 
porcelain is a life’ study and not 
to be lightly undertaken by ‘a 
novice, that real Ming or Sung 
would cost nearer: $500 than $650, 
and that experts from all over the 
world are commissioned by the big 
dealers to buy fine pieces as they 
come on the market. In the cir- 
cumstances it is unlikely that the 
amateur will make any sensational 
bargains, and the beat line to take 
is to select something you really 
like and, disregarding the fancy 
price asked, offer what it is worth 


to you. You may not get all the
